Production  payments  on  lambs  weighing  from  65  to  90  pounds  moved  up  from 
01.5O  to  $2.00  on  December  Ij  payments  on  heavier  lambs  went  to  02*65.  Pro- 
duction payments  -will  increase  another  50  cents  on  February  1*,  followed  by  a 
reduction  -bo  the  December- January  level  for  Hay  and  June,    Payments  on  all  other 
lambs  and  on  all  sheep  are  a  dollar  a  hundredweight. 

The  lamb  subsidy  v/as  designed  to  encourage  feed  lambs  to  heavier  weights , 
create  a  more  normal  seasonal  distribution  in  marketing  lambs  and  mutton,  divert 
more  marl-ret  lambs  into  legitimate  slaughter  channels,  and  help  producers  meet 
increased  costs  without  increasing  consumer  prices.

Reduced  military  needs  and  increased  competition  from  red  meats  point 
squarely  at  the  pocketfoooks  of  poultry  producers.    In  recognition  of  the  chang- 
ing market,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  recommending  sharp  cuts  in  the 
production  of  eggs,  chickens,  and  turkeys. 

I  rational  goals  now  being  considered  by  State  AAA  committees  call  for  15 
per  cent  fewer  eggs,  17  per  cent  fewer  chickens  on  farms,  and  ten  per  cent 
fewer  turkeys  in  1946  than  in  1945.

U3DA  specialists  predict  that  the  disappearance  of  corn  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1946  will  be  very  heavy.    A  department  spokesman  offered  this 


explanation:    a  large  part  of  the  19-45  crop  is  in  silage  or  being  hogged  off; 
large  quantities  of  high  moisture  corn  must  be  fed  to  avoid  spoilage;  strong 
demand  for  export  and  commercial  use  and  reduced  quantities  of  feed  wheat  "will 
also  mean  heavy  drains  cn  corn. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  also  expects  a  big  disappearance  of  oats  and 
barley  dr.ring.the  1945-4-6  marketing  season  that  began  October  1,
